More than 500 Orange 
County residents seeking the 
skills necessary to succeed in 
college will get special help 
from a new program at Rancho 
Santiago College funded by 
the U.S. Department of 
Education. 

On September 3 Rancho 
Santiago Chancellor Robert 
Jensen announced that he 
had been notified by federal 
officials that RSC has been 
awarded a prestigious 
$590,000 Title 3 grant. Funds 
from the three-year grant will 
be used to develop classes and 
services to help students with 
poor academic backgrounds 
ready themselves for college 
level 

RSC is the only California 
community college to receive a 
Title 3 grant this year.

‘“‘We are very excited about 
the educational opportunities 
this money will provide the 
college,” Dr. Jensen said. 
“What makes this grant so 
special is that it allows us to 
serve students who otherwise 
might never have their 
reading, writing and math 
skills raised above a minimal 
level. We believe this new 
program will open the door for 
hundreds. of local residents to 
a better education and a better 


life.” 
Dr. Jensen also announced 
that the grant will push 


Rancho Santiago over the $1 
million mark this year in 
competitive grants received 
from federal, state and 
foundation sources. 

The funding will help 
establish the new ‘Transition 
Program’ at RSC, which will

Although most of the 


monies were used for 
balancing the budget, 83 
percent of the excess went 
toward the payment of 
employees and operations, 
according to Matthew. 

“As you can see, the district 
has benefitted significantly, 
since it has had some budget 
problems. Now we don’t have 
to make any budget cuts, and 
can maintain the same 
services we provide, such as 
the air conditioning program, 
and other support systems,” 
he said. 

It seems that book and 
parking. fees may have 
benefitted, also. ‘‘The 
governing board approves the 
budget, so | would have to 
speculate, without the lottery 
money, we would have to 
increase some of those 
charges, like parking and 
books. Again, the governing 
board makes that decision,” 
said Matthew. 

The amount RSC receives 
each quarter, from the lottery 
fluctuates as instant ticket 
sales increase and decrease.

the third year in a row, now 
outnumbering men 60 to 40 


percent. Men used to 
outnumber women by the 
same ratio. 

Bateman cited four reasons 
for the increase in enrollment: 
the levelling off of unemploy- 
ment, the increase of financial 
aid, the expansion of the 
Orange. campus, and the 
addition of new academic 
programs to the curriculum. 

Apparently, unemployment 
affects erntollment. As job 
opportunities grow and 
unemployment falls, enroll- 
ment declines, as more people 
turn away from school and 
toward the job market. The 
recent levelling off of 
unemployment in Orange 
County, having fallen from 
seven percent and finally 
bottoming-out at four percent 
last spring and rising slightly 
to 4.7 percent this summer, 


has encouraged enrollment at 
RSC. 


Some 800 to 
900 students took advantage 
of that grant this fall. 

The Orange campus of RSC, 
now in its second year, 
increased from one building 
last year to two buildings this 
year, increasing classroom 
capacity by 50 percent, and 
boosting RSC enrollment. 

Also added this fall were 
new academic programs 
which were successful in 
attracting new students to 
RSC. According to Dr. George 
Osborne, Interim Vice- 
Chancellor for Academic 
Affairs, three major programs 
were added this fall: a 
computer controlled machine 
shop, a theater repertory 
program, and a program called 
‘Defense Contract Administra 
tive Services,”” at the Garden 
Grove campus.

Public headline, 
Personal tragedy

Being the news buff that | 
am, | read about tragedy every 


day in the newspapers. | hear © 


about it every morning on the 
radio on my way to work. 

| generally react to it with 
indifference, | might feel sorry 
for the people it has affected, 
but only for a momentand then 
it’s on to the next story. 

I'm not heartless, I’m just 


one of the lucky people in the. 


world who have never really 
been touched by the whimsical 
hand of tragedy. My house has 
never burnt down, my parents 
are still alive and happily 
married, an old boyfriend broke 
up with me once (but that really 
doesn’t count), I've only been 
to a handful of funerals, 
mostly older relatives. No one 
close to me has ever died. 

No one that is, until August 
22, 1986. Before that day | 
didn’t know what grief was, or 
the pain of missing a good 
friend, someone | loved very 
much. 

That Friday, and the week 
that followed are days | will 
never forget. Something that 
happened in a split second has 
changed the way I'll live the 
rest of my life. | 


It was that day that my 
friend, Pat Dwyer, was shot 
and killed on the way home 
from a speedway motorcycle 
race in Costa Mesa. 

| had sat with Pat in the 


_ Stands at speedway, just hours 


before she died, like | had a 
hundred times -before. 
Speedway racing is a family 
affair for both my family and 
hers. My youngest brother 
Mike has been racing for 5 
years and Pat's son Mark, had 
been racing just as long. Our 
families grew close 4 years 
ago, when Mike began dating 
Pat’s daughter, Holly. The two 
have been together ever since, 
and plan to get married next 
year. 

Pat Dwyer was a woman | 
truly admired. She seemingly 
had everything. She married 
her high school sweetheart, 
raised three children, all of 
whom considered her a friend 
as well as a mother. She had 
been a housewife for ten years 
before she became the first 
woman. police officer for the 
city of Corona. 

| don’t think there was a 
person who had ever met her 
that didn’t like her immediately. 
She was friendly and truly 
concerned about everyone she 
met. She had often listened to 


my troubles at work or with my 
love life and had always given 
me good advice, not what | 
wanted to hear, but what she 
thought would be best for me. 

The next morning | woke up 
to the unbelievable news that 
that she was dead. | was 
literally stunned. It didn’t seem 
possible. Pat was too good of a 
person for something like that 
to happen to her. 

It wasn't until the next 
morning, when | saw _ her 
picture in the newspaper and 
the headlines that read ‘‘Man 
sought in slaying of Police- 
woman” and “‘off-duty Corona 
police officer was shot while 
riding in van on freeway” did 
the painful reality that it really 
had happened, set in 

In the days that followed, we 


found out that while she had Q 


been riding as a passenger in 
the family van, on the way. 
home from the races, another 
driver, angered because Pat's 
husband, Mike, who was 
driving the van, had flashed his 
lights in an effort to have him 
pull into another lane, took a 
shotgun and fired a single shot 
at the van. It ripped through the 
side of the van and struck Patin 
the “‘upper body” as_ she 
leaned forward in the back seat 
of the van, the same bullet 
(later described as a slug), hit 


another passenger in the van, 


critically injuring her. Pat was 
Pronounced dead minutes 


‘later at a hospital in Corona.

It was the first time | had ever 
read headlines and they were 
about someone | knew.

It was so 
incredibly sad. The fact that 
she was a police officer made 
her a public figure, and the 
three local TV networks also 
carried updates of the story 
that week. Television and 
newspapers covered the 
funeral, capturing all the grief 
and despair on film. 

1 don’t think I'll ever read 
another tragic story with the 
same indifference | once had. | 
now know the pain and sorrow 
that follows for the survivors, 
family and friends from each 
car accident, flood, shooting, or 
any other tragedy. Idon’tthink | 
could ever be the type of 
reporter that shoves a 
microphone in front of the 
mother who had just lost her 
child (no matter what the 
circumstances), and ask her 
“how do you feel?” | think | 
have an idea just how she 
feels. 

| know I'm not the first 
person to ever lose someone 
they loved. Unfortunately, I'm 
certainly not the last either. 
Death lies upon her, like an 
untimely frost.

Each 
is playing a mandolin or banjo 
or harmonica or guitar. Each is 
harmonizing and compli- 
menting the others to bring out 
a rich acoustical blend that has 


been indigenous to the Blue 
Ridge and Great Smokey 
Mountains for 200 years. Each 
is smiling serenely. 

The expo gives an opportunity 
to many craftsman and 
businesses to show off their 
newest applications to our 
oldest music form. Popular 
banjo picker Bill Keith 
promotes his life-time 
guaranteed, stainless steel or 
gold plated, banjo string 
tuners. Complete with full grey 
beard and river boatman’s hat, 
Doug Thomson, Mountain 
Dulcimer maker from Alta 
Loma explains,’‘The Dulcimer 
is an invention of the 
Scandinavian immigrants that 
settled in Appalachia. It is a 
simple instrument that can be 
played on your lap.” Today's 
dulcimer is a basic three string 
cousin to the zither or 
autoharp, another native 
American instrument. Thomson 
is also selling his patented 
hybrid of the dulcimer and a 
third home grown favorite, the 
banjo. It is called the Banjo- 
mer.

“The Fly’ is a horror movie,” 
says producer Stuart Cornfeld. 
How right the man is! 

This year’s remake of the 
1958 classic is one of the most 
horrifying films to come along 
in ages. 

It is the story of scientist 
Seth Brundle, brilliantly 
played by Jeff Goldblum(Big 
Chill,,/ The Right Stuff,’and 
ABC's Ernie Kovacs: Between 
the Laughter.’) Brundle’s 
genes are fused with those of a 
common housefly during a 
botched experiment in 
teleportation. 


In the original film, the fly 
and scientist merely traded 
heads and one arm. In the 
contemporary version, 
however, the genes of both 
man and insect are spliced 
together to spawn an entirely 
new creature. 


One of the most frightening

factors is that the change is 
done as a metamorphosis into 
some strange sort of mutant, 
rather than an instantaneous 
switching of body parts. 

The absolute terrifying 
aspect, though, is that we see 
Brundle changing on the 
inside as well as out. As he 
is slowly becoming more 
and more like an insect, he is 
drawn into a more volatile 
world than the one he was 
once a part of. 

He can no longer control his 
emotions and appetites with 
the diplomatic thinking of a 
man. 

Jeff Goldblum is fabulous as 
the degenerating scientist. We 
see his usual dry wit.during 
the introductory scenes of the 
‘film. As time goes on we see 
the helplessness of a man 
changing into something 
beyond his control. Finally, 
Goldblum creates a devilish 
monster who, like an insect, is 
merely concerned with his 


own Survival - no matter what. 

Make-up for The Fly, 
‘designed by Chris Wallace, is 
extremely well done. He starts 
out subtly with some. skin 
blotches and a few coarse hairs 
growing from Brundle’s back. 
Throughout the film there are 
alarming transformation 
sequences as Brundle sheds 
the body parts he no longer 
needs as the self-proclaimed 
Brundlefly.’ 


Some of the effects, © 


unfortunately are a little too 
well done. | won't spoil too 
many Surprises for those of you 
with strong stomachs who 
really want to see this film. But, 
fair warning, this is a HORROR 
MOVIE directed by David 
Cronenberg (Scanners,’ The 
Dead Zone.’) It has more than 
its share of gory scenes, 
including one early in the film,
